These are forms of Syringa Vulgaris, or common lilac, 
which bloom as young plants, bearing huge clusters of 
larger florets in various colors, both single and double. 
These so-called French Lilacs were developed in France 
first, hence the name. Most of our varieties which add 
so much to the loveliness of our gardens came from there. 
You will find them just as hardy and just as free from 
disease as the common lilac you have always known, and 
most of them do not sucker or spread as freely. All are 
pleasingly fragrant. These are Lilac Aristocrats. 


ALPHONSE LAVALLE. Double. Buds are a deep 
blue-purple, opening to form a double fringed floret of 
delicate sky-blue resembling hyacinths. Buds and 
open florets on the panicle at the same time produce 
a very fine effect. The bush is tall, shapely and 


robust.
